While still a resident of San Fran- 


cisco I had occasion In my travels 
through the state of 
California to 


visit in a semi-official capacity one of 
(he institutions for the care of the 
mentally 
deranged. 
After 
passing 


through a number of wards the phy- 
sician in charge of our party stopped 
before a massive door and, extracting 
a key from his pocket, said to us: 
"Gentlemen, I would admonish you 
to keep a good grip on your mentality 
while entering and passing through 
this enclosure." 
Through this gate 


we passed into an open space where 
about 75 defectives were 
gathered 


under the care of experienced guar- 
dians. I shall not go into the details 
of our passage through this enclosure, 
only to state that the doctor's admoni- 
tion was timely. The five minutes 
spent among these unfortunates has 
never been erased from my memory— 
something like a tremendous wave ot 
overpowering mental confusion seemed 
to take possession of us. I, for one, 
was glad to get away from under this 
seemingly irresistable and 
yet in- 


tangible psychic element. I found that 
all of our party was effected simi- 
larly. That incident happened more 
than IS years ago and it is still vivid 
in my memory. Many of us have at- 
tended gatherings where, under the 
Influence of powerful emotions, we 
were swept along in a current against 
which in calmer moments we would 
have strained all of our 
reasoning 


faculties as a means of resistance. 


Just now the world is under dom- 


ination of a tremendous psychic in 
fluence which sweeps nations as well 


whirlpool of 
This is the 


as individuals into a 
continental destruction. 
WAR SPIRIT which, when abroad, 
overrides all reasoning among men 
as well as of nations, and with irre

That they are now 
involved in the most destructive war 
of all history is one of those strange 
anachronisms with which history is 
replete. 


I think that I may be pardoned 


if I present some historical data in 
order to enable the reader to form a 
clearer judgment of the events that 
have gradually unfolded 
themselves 


from 


Russia during that period rose from 
37,177 in 1893 to 258,943 In 1907, and 
from Italy from 71,145 in 1893 to 285,- 
731 in 1907, with Immigrants from 
Great Britain of 108,086 in 1893 and 
113,567 in 1907. These figures speak 
volumnes for the progress of the peo- 
ple of Germany hi comparison with 
other nations since and during the 
reign of the present emperor of Ger- 
many. 


I am no champion of .monarchlsm 


nor militarism, nor heriditary aristo- 
cracy. It is an old order of things 
that will be thrown upon the scrap 
heap of history when the nations of 
Europe will have rallied from this 
overpowering cataclysm, and justly so. 
The government of most of the Euro- 
pean countries is a menace to the 
progress of mankind, and every lover 
of man will rejoice in the removal of 
those classes who are able to exist

of old world kinship from the mind 
of the foreign-born citizen. 


A German by birth and early train- 


ing, witnessing the marching armies 
pass through the city of my birth to 
the conquest of the kingdom of Han- 
over, of which our city was a part, 
and its absorption into the hegemony 
of Prussia in the year of 1866, and 
later on witnessing the departure of 
the troops ordered to take part In the 
now historic Franco-German war, 
conceived a hatred of the drill master 
and the arrogance 
of 
militarism, 


This, In spite of the fact that I was 
the son of a professional soldier and 
of the further fact that I enlisted In 
the regular army of the United States 
shortly after arriving in America, 
serving a full enlistment of five years 
In the Indian border wan of the early 
seventies. 


With this, I hope excusable Intro- 


ductory. I take the privilege of placing 
before my neighbors and friend* some 
of my views regarding this the great- 
est crisis In the world'* history. 


Caw*** of the War. 


To place the blame of the outbreak 


of this almoet universal war upon the 
•boulders of one man, the emperor 
of Germany, to la the lace of the real 
fact* and of bat recent history, an er- 
ror. Aa evidently pre-arranged program 
to prejudice public opinion In the 
United BtMM. It responsible for this 


war in t 
or., 


Germany. 


At the time of the Napoleonic in- 


vasion Gemrany consisted of a con- 
geries of some three hundred sover- 
eign states and principalities. The 
country had been the battle ground 
of contending interests, political, re- 
ligious and otherwise for centuries, 
beset by enemies from within and 
from without. The provinces west of 
the Rhine bad been taken from her 
by the French. As a nation on the 
verge of extinction she was unable to 
resist the Invasion of Napoleon's bat- 
tle-trained 
legions 
who matched 


through Germany to the conquest of 
Europe. From 1803 to 1813 Germany 
lad to stand the brunt of Napoleon's 
ambition to establish a European em 
pire. 
Then followed Napoleon's re- 


verses at Moscow, his defeat at Leip- 
zig and Waterloo. Emerging from a 
ten years' period of ruin and desola- 
tion not of her own making, the Ger- 
man people rallied and started on the 
way of the formation of a reunited em- 
pire which It required nearly sixty 
years to accomplish. 
The war of 


blame upon the shoulders of one man, 
the emperor of Germany, demon- 
strates a lamentable lack ol knowl- 
edge of the German people and their 
government as such. 


The term "War Lord," used exten- 


sively to illustrate the "overweening, 
bumptious self-conceit" of the 
em- 


peror of Germany is in reality but an 
Imperfect translation of the word 
"Kriegs Herr," signifying commander 
in chief of the army, a position which 
the president of the United States oc- 
cupies in relation to the army and 
navy of this country. The emperor is 
the representative of the empire In 
all matters international. 
The em- 


peror cannot declare offensive war 


England is the greatest of modern 


nations in 
colonial expansion 
and 


commercial 
development When at 


the beginning of the last century Ger- 
many barely begun to emerge from 
the feudal system of the middle ages 
in -regard to industrial and agricul- 
tural production, England had already 
developed into a highly industrial and 
manufacturing nation. 
The subjuga- 


tion of East India had opened to her, 
a vast territory % for commercial ex- 
pansion during the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The overthrow of the French on 
the continent of North America added 
to the greatness of her colonial pos- 
sessions. Breaking through the-bar- 
riers of the feudal ages in methods 
of manufacture it was England which 
first applied machinery and steam 
power in her methods of Industrial 
production. She was enabled thus to 
successfully outbid all other nations 
in the markets of the world. Utilizing 
her great iron and coal deposits at 
home, highly trained and skilled labor 
and the most ruthless system of ex- 
ploitation of her own'laboring popula- 
tions she became supreme in the com- 
mercial world. 
So excessive 
and 


cruel was the Imposed labor and long 
hours on her working population in 
her mining, metal working, pottery 
and cotton mill districts, that 
the 


standard of 
physical manhood de- 


teriorated to such a point that parlia- 
ment feared for the defensive safety 
of the country in case of war. Thus 
alarmed commissions of inquiry were 
appointed to ascertain the real con- 
ditions under which the working peo- 
ple of these districts were employed 
and lived. The reports of these com- 
missions read like chapters of hor- 
rors. 
However, nothing much 
was 


done. Some check was put upon the 


1870-71 was precipitated 
many by Napoleon the 
endorsed by France. Victorious Ger- 
many exacted as an indemnity $1,000,- 
000,000 in coin and the return to Ger- 
many of the provinces of Alsace and 
jorraln. 
France was not a good 


oser; she has resented and brooded 
over the loss of -these provinces and 
made no secret of her preparations 
o make war on Germany in order to 
recapture these provinces, forgetting 
he fact that she took them from Ger- 
many at a former time. Germany 
therefore had to be prepared for 
coming events and it may be safely 
stated that the creation of vast stand- 
ng armies and the turning of 
all 


Europe into a vast military camp had 
t* beginning with the avowed and de- 
clared purpose of France to be re- 
venged on Germany and the retaking 
>f Alsace and Lorraine. 


The death of Emperor William I. 


and the ascendency to the thron* of 
William II. to become the nominal 
ruler of the German empire, marked 


new era tor the German people un- 
iralleled in the history of nations, 
ier population Increaoed from about 
(.400,000 to nearly 7»,000,000. 
Her 


indutrle* and commerce in like and 


confronted without the consent to the bundesrath. 
destructive He has no veto over laws passed by 


the concurrence of the reichstag and 
the bundesrath. He may not make a 
new statute, for that right is lodged 
exclusively with the legislative bodies 
just referred to. The bundesrath is 
the German senate. This body con- 
sists of 58 members who represent the 
different states of the imperial union 
and are appointed by the respective 
governments for each session. 
The 


reichstag is composed of 397 members 
who are elected by the people of the 
various states as representatives of 
the German nation. They are chosen 
by universal suffrage and by the bal- 
lot. Both bodies meet annually and 
their term of service is for five years. 
I may state passingly that the social- 
ists have at present 110 representa- 
tives in the German reichstag and in 
many matters hold the balance of 
power. The reichstag 
(parliament) 


votes the expenditures for the needs 
of the government, military and civil. 


Hemmed in from all sides by popu- 


lous nations who, with perhaps the ex- 
ception of France, are becoming as 
densely populated 
as herself, she 


looks over seas for her growth as an 
empire. Just as Great Britain has 
reached out over seas to make room 
for her people and built up her tre- 
mendous navy to keep her secure in 
her distant possessions, so is Germany 
reaching out for distant lands to es- 
tablish colonies for her people for the 
perpetuity of her traditions, her ra- 
cial traits, the spirit of the father 
land. In this justifiable endeavor she 
was handicapped by lack of naval 
power, hence the creation of Ger- 
many's powerful navy. If there is any 
justification In the reaching out Into 
distant place* to occupy territory in- 
habited by savages to make it habit-

able for the increasing population of 
civilized man, why should England 
or France claim for themselves the 
exclusive privilege of taking possess- 
ion of such land* to the exclusion of 
other people* T That i* really the po- 
sition England at least take* when 
she dictate* how many battleship* 
any nation shall own in comparison 
with herself. There wa» no real trie- 
tlon between England and Germany 
until the increasing German navy 
showed signs of growing Into.formid- 
able proportion a* compared with the 
navy of Great Britain, and the modern 


long hours of employment of women 
and little children but little else was 
accomplished for the amelioration of 
the working class as such until labor 
organized on a vast scale and entered 
the political arena, and thus through 
political pressure forced from a re- 
luctant government' remedial laws 
for the betterment of the condition 
of the working classes. 


Notwithstanding the industrial pro- 


gress ot England and the • fabulous 
enrichment of her factory magnates 
and the landed nobility the masses of 
her people have benefited but little; 
whatever these have gained they had 
to struggle for hard and persistently 
through decades of training and self- 
education, and it Is only within the 
last 20 years that her working people 
as such obtained any real representa- 
tion in the British parliament How 
the ruling classes of England really 
cared for the masses of the people of 
the empire has been amply Illustrated 
in their treatment of Ireland, whose 
people were kept in 
political 
and 


economic bondage for centuries by a 
system of restrictive legislation which 
successfully prevented them from de- 
veloping her agricultural and Indus- 
trial resources, in the evident fear 
that Ireland would surpass England 
in racial development just as she 
(England) is afraid 
ot 
Germany's 


commercial and industrial expansion. 
For the past 35 years I have been an 
Interested and sympathetic observer 
of the brave struggle of the Irish peo- 
ple to obtain even so simple a priv- 
ilege as home rule which every state 
in the American Union enjoys. Eng- 
land's rule over Ireland and its re- 
sults are best illustrated in the fol- 
lowing 
figures: 
The population of 


Ireland in 1841 numbered 8,222,664; 
today the population ot'Ireland num- 
bers 4,382,000. Yet In time of war it 
Is the Irish regiments which are first 
sent to the front to bear the brunt 
of battle. 


In population Great Britain has 


made comparatively little 
progress 


during the past 25 years. In which 
period she gained but 5,000,000 against 
Germany's 20,000,000 In population 
during the same period. While Ger- 
many made every acre available and 
scientifically productive for her rap- 
idly increasing million* Great Britain 
permitted herovergorged landlord* to 
lay waste whole populated districts 
to turn them into deer park* and 
pheasant 
preserves 
a* 
hunting 


ground* for ber idle nobility. If her 


her interests. Should all of her stand- 
Ing army at home be pressed Into 
service their place* would be taken 
by the "home guards." a sort of mili- 
tia organised tor home defense which 
would be useless tor aggressive con- 
tinental warfare. For this 
reason 


England has never undertaken war 
with any first-class continental power 
unlen backed by one or more allies. 
In these days of quick motion and 
rapid action of vast bodies of men, 
trained with the utmost scientific pre- 
cision, England's distant colonies are 
of but 'little use to her. If 
they 


should come to her assistance they 
could arrive in but comparatively 
small detachments and that under 
difficulties. They could only augment 
the infantry to any great extent, their 
antiquated artillery would be useless 
and no great detachments of cavalry 
are available for active service. Time 
is one of the great essentials in mod- 
ern warfare. Canada may send a tew 
thousand men to England's assistance, 
but the issue of this war will have 
been decided before any assistance 
can come to her from her more dis- 
tant colonies. I read but yesterday 
that England will bring over her East 
Indian contingent 
She may bring 


over a few regiments, in time to do 
some service, but I am inclined to 
think that they have much business 
to attend to at home. England (s not 
so very sure of the peaceful Inclina- 
tions of her Indian subjects just now. 


It is one thing to send well trained 


troops hi overwhelming numbers Into 
distant lands to overpower a pastoral 
people like the Boers, or to subdue 
with modern weapons hosts of wild 
savages armed with spears and battle 
axes and annihilate them; it is an 
altogether different task to face the 
scientifically trained forces of highly 
intellectual Europeans on the field 
of battle in modern warfare. 


The one great source of strength in 


which England excels at present any 
other nation on the globe Is her navy. 
It is the great bond 
by which she 


keeps her distant possessions tied to 
her, it is the one great and only in- 
strument through which she can hope 
to protect her vast empire and her 
world-wide 
commerce. 
However, 


since her navy has been the instru- 
ment for the conquest and subjugation 
of distant lands and peoples, and since 
it is obviously imposible for her in 
these modern days to conquer and 
keep all of the remaining part of the 
Inhabitable globe, and since it is also 
impossible for her, in her compara- 
tively small domain and in the face of 
all the other modern nations, to manu- 
facture all the material needed by the 
rest of mankind—why not in all good- 
fellowship encourage other people, 
equal to her In intelligence and thrift, 
to go out and find a place for them- 
selves under the sun? 


England's boast that she will main- 


tain a navy equal to the navy of any 
other 
two nations is a dictum and 


challenge flung in the face of the 
world which concerns the United 
States of America as well as any other 
nation. And, by the way, it is well 
just now to call to mind that this is 
an 
English-speaking but not 
an 


English nation. But suppose, and un- 
expected things have happened—sup- 
pose that something should happen to 
England's navy while this war is 
going on, how long could she hold on 
to her distant possessions? How long 


could she keep her ovenea empire to- 
gether? What would her little yellovr 
brother on the other sido of the globe* 
the treacherous Jan, do to her In the 
face of 
all 
hi* present pretended 


friendly solicitude? 


I do not like England'* diplomacy- 


it personifies the highest incarnation 
of craft I do not like her system of 
heriditary landlordism. I do not Ilka 
her attitude toward these United 
States when the union of these states, 
the greatest republic on earth, was im- 
periled, nor her recent attitude la the 
Panama canal controversy. I do not 
like her alliance with Russia; Russia 
of the knout, the pogrom, the black 
hundred, of the hopeles* exiles in Si. 
beria; Russia who purposely prevents 
the cossack from cultivating his lands 
to put the knout and saber Into his 
hands; Russia, who has smothered the 
best and finest of her people in name- 
less dungeons, and which has not ad- 
vanced one step in 500 years in the 
sunlight of a better day for her peo- 
ple. I do not like England's alliance 
with the "little yellow man;' on the 
other side of the globe and thus pre- 
paring a day of bitter disappointment 
for herself and perhaps endless trou- 
ble for these United States. And yet 
I should not want to see England 
lose her oversea possessions. Her 
people are of the same stock as ours, 
anglo-teuton-germanic. We have much 
in common through tradition and his- 
tory—we are the same race. She has 
done much for the advancement of 
free institutions while at 
the same 


time she has striven to become the 
master nation of the world.

The Triple Entente 


Great Britain, Russia and France Allied 


For Joint Armed Action to Pro- 


tect Common Interests

T 


HE triple entente, a friendly 


bond between Kussla, England 
and France, Is a legacy which 
Edward VII. of England left 


to posterity. He was the movhiK spirit 
In Its formation. 
It began with an 


agreement entered Into between Great 
Britain and France and was completed 
by a later agreement with Kussla and 
the two others In 1807. 


Its formation was actuated by sev- 


eral things, but chiefly by the growth 
of Germany's naval power. 
That 


could be Interpreted only as a menace 
to England, for England Is the su- 
preme lord of the seas. 


England's admittance Into the under- 


standing between Russia and France 
made the triple entente a formidable 
force to reckon with If united In ac- 
tion: 


Anglo-French Agreement of 1904. 
The Anglo-French agreement, so call- 


ed, of 1904 was rather a diplomatic 
compromise than an agreement France 
conceded certain rights claimed on the 
"French shore" of Newfoundland for 
an Indemnity. 
England on her part 


recognized the claims and ambitions of 
France to Morocco, In other words a 
free band In that sphere 
France 


agreed not to fortify opposite Gib- 
raltar, accepted British occupation of 
Egypt and England guaranteed the 
neutrality of the Suez canal. Other 
agreement* covered thirty years free 
trading In Egypt and Morocco and 
minor disputed boundaries. 


Angle-Ru**ian Agreement «f 1907. 
The Anglo-Russian convention 
of 


1907 
regulate* the Interests In west 


and central Asia, and amounted. wh«a 
made to practical abandonment of the 
traditional bostlUtj of Bngland to 
Russia: also removing the chance* of 
collision In Asia, where the two na- 
tions had long been to a state of an- 
tagonistic contact, to Persia, Thibet 
and Afghanistan, England agreed not 
to seek concessions to certain parts of 
Persia, and Russia to obaerv* the 
same rule In other parts. In their re- 
spective spheres of Influence either 
power might use force to collect debt*.

An alliance may be just 


so much stronger than an entente, an 
an entente Is stronger than no rela- 
tion whatsoever The triple entente at 
present Is a series of dual understand- 
Inss between three powers. 


In fact it mny be said of all these 


alliances betu 
-u the great powers 


that they are entered Into with great 
caution and a determination on the 
part of the statesmen not to go too far, 
not to commit themselves to alliances 
which may entangle them In broils 
with nations with which they really 
have no quarrel. An instance of this 
caution Is found In the so called en- 
trance of Great Britain In 1907 in the 
sphere of the triple alliance. 
Friend- 


ship between Italy, a party to the 
triple alliance, and England Is tradi- 
tional. The triple alliance was alleged 
to be hostile to Great Britain, yet Italy 
could but feel that In some sphere* 
the bad. with respect to Great Britain, 
a common policy. 


While this was for some time a mere 


understanding, It was of such Impor- 
tance that Lord Lansdowne said on one 
occasion In the house of lords. "If 
the atatus quo In the Mediterranean 
should be disturbed, this country might 
find lta«U acting to co-operation with 
Italy." The bearing of that remark 
upon the Italian relations with Ger- 
many and Austria, the other two 
parties to the triple alliance, was made 
plain by the Italian prime minister In 
1906, wben he said that. "Cordially 
faithful to the triple alliance we shall 
maintain our traditional Intimacy with 
Great Britain and our sincere friend- 
ship with France, thus continuing the 
policy which to carefully fostering the 
harmony of International relations, 
permits as to exercise a ml* of con- 
cord and peace to the council of na- 
tions." 


The. tntentet Rival. 


The triple entente appears to have 


sprang from a desire on the pan of 
England to check Russian and French 
aggressiveness—that Is to say, by ally- 
ing Itself with the** two powera and 
securing a balance of power to the 
entente It might be able to hold Its co- 
partners within bounds. For Instance, 
In any quarrel to which either France 
or Russia, or both combined, might 
engage, Bngland would not consider it- 
self bound to Join with them, but 
would as a matter of Justice or policy 
seek to restrain them. For this reason 
the position that the triple entente a* 
a whole may take, or that the Indi- 
vidual powers to the agreement may 
take in a crisis Ilk* that of a quarrel 
between a member of the triple alli- 
ance and a petty power, to usually a 
matter for slow deliberation. 


However. In any event the attitude 


of the two combination*, the triple 
alliance and the triple entente, toward 
each other, to a crisis makes Impor- 
tant the relative strength of each. It 
la estimated that the war footing of 
the triple alliance—that is, Austria, 
Germany. Italy—Is 8.000.000 men In 
round nnntben. 
To offset this mill 


tary strength of the nations which 
Austria may call to her assistance in 
case of aggreMkra^by any on* of the 


three powers In the triple entente 
there are approximately 10.000.000 men. 


The troops of the Balkan states, Ser- 


ria. Roumania, Montenegro and Bul- 
garia, as well as of Greece, are trained 
veterans today, having emerged re- 
cently from arduous campaigns against 
Turkey.

Assuming that the war must spread 


from the local field to other strategic 
points, the strength of the three great 
powera of the entente is of vital mo- 
ment 
Russia Is believed to have at j 


least 5,600,000 soldiers in Its army 
wben the full war strength of Its es- j 
tubllshment Is called out 
The esti- 


mate for France Is 2,500.000. to 4,000,- 
000. 
while that of Great Britain is less 


than a flftti of that of Russia and less 
tliau one-half of the 
minimum of 


Fr.mce. being about 750.000 men. In 
11 clash between the three great powers 
of the triple alliance and the three of 
the triple entente the navies must nec- 
essarily play a great |>art. if not the 
chief part. 


Just what the objective will be when 


the great forces are launched forth 
upon forelsn soil can only be deter- 
mined by the exigencies of the cam- 
paign. 
If It Is a seiicoast or port 


then the navy may virtually decide the 
struggle before the army gets to the 
field to strike Its blow. 


Naviu In th« Entente. 


Bnssla'a naval complement today Is 


approximately 200 vessels 
Of this 


number thirteen are battleships, six 
armored cruisers, eight cruisers, nine- 
ty-five destroyers, forty-two torpedo 
boats, thirty-one submarines. Aiming 
to waylay an enemy's navy and pre- 
vent Its reaching a certain point or 
uniting with the navy of a friendly 
power, the cruisers and destroyers and 
auxiliary vessels would be able to do 
good work. 


The naval strength of France I* near- 


ly three times that of her copartner. 
Buasla. France already has two Dread- 
nought* afloat, twenty-seven other bat- 
tleships, twenty-two armored cruiser*, 
fifteen cruisers, eighty-four destroyer*, 
three hundred and twenty-four torpe- 
do boats and seventy-eight subma- 
rine*. Thus France alone would make 
a rery good showing against Germany 
•Ion* on the sea. Germany having few- 
er Teasels to number than France, or 
against Austria and Italy combined, 
tb* two navies of which number bat 
three hundred and four vessels against 
th* flve hundred and fifty-two of 
France. Germany Is stronger In battle- 
ships than France, bat not so strong 
to armored cruisers nor to torpedo 
boa ft 


Qrut Britain'* Sea Power. 


A great European conflict U almost 


unthinkable unless the tremendous sea 
power of Great Britain would play a 
part. England's naval force Is greater 
than that of France. If the number of 
Teasels to n nary la to be taken as an 
Indication of Its effective strength. Bng- 
land has thirteen of the class of super- 
Drandnonghta, of which class no power 
In the triple alliance has even on* 
afloat today, although Germany baa 
three in the process of building. Aa 
for Dreadnoughts, of which Germany 
baa seventeen. Great Britain ha* six- 
teen to supplement her thirteen super- 
Dreadnought* and forty-eight other 
battleships as against the thirty of 
this class In the German navy. ID 
cruisers and destroyers, torpedo boats 
and submarines, vessels for speed and 
rapid action. England la again the 
•npertor of Germany. 


Great Britain's destroyers number 


two hundred and fifteen, Germany's 
destroyers one hundred and forty-ore; 
Great Britain's torpedo boats number 
one hundred and eighteen as against 
Germany's forty-seven, and Great Brit 
aln's submarine* number seventy-seven 
to offset tw*nty-**ren to th* navy of 
th* knlser.

Ruui«n Officer* Well Trained. 


The Russian army officer Is usually 


a well educated man and widely read 
In his profession, but the limited clr 
cle from which be is drawn necessarl 
ly brings down the average of talent 
In view of tbe number of officers re 
quired for so vast an army. A cadet 
In the Russian service-must come from 
a noble family, from an official fami 
ly or from a wealthy and Influential 
commercial family whose bead "has 
never kept an open store." 


Tbe instruction given in tbe Military 


academy and Cadets' school at SL 
Petersburg is considered by military 
experts to be as good as any in the 
world, except possibly that of West 
Point and that of the Military acade- 
my at Santiago. Chile, which are sup- 
posed to be unquestionably the best 
Great attention is paid to physical 
culture and to tbe education of tbe 
cadets in the military ideaia of honor 
and loyalty. 


After they pass out of tbe training 


Institutions, if they, are keen and en 
terprising young fellows, they contrive 
to be sent to one of the Turkestan 
regiments or to some lonely outpost in 
tbe Caucasus, in Siberia or in Man 
churia, where they may reasonably 
look forward to a chance of active 
oerrlf-e. In these regions they get the 
fint i training for actual warfare that 
any officer could receive, for they are 
always bunting down brigands, sup 
pressing small InsurrectU 
fighting 
In 


little wars or at least minting big 
game 
There are no keener «.pnrts 


men than the Russian officers In Si 
beria and central Asia 
Their c]iiar 


ters are always adorned by such MK> N 
of the chase as tl?er skins, benrs 
heads, bison tusks and wolf skins 
It 


Is these men who will bear the brunt 
of the Russian campaign in the near 
east, and nearly every distinguished 
officer in the Russian service has gom 
tbrougb this stern training. 


Officer* Get Tired of Life. 


If, on tbe other hand, the cadet be 


comes attached to a regiment in St 
Petersburg, Moscow or one of tbe other 
numerous garrison towns In European 
Russia he may receive a. good^heoret- 
Ical education In military science, but 
his environment is the worst possible 
considered as a preparation for the 
practical business of war. In Russian 
garrison towns social life nearly al 
ways takes precedence of military 
duty, and tbe officers are glad enough 
to delegate to' noncommissioned offi- 
cers the tiresome work of drilling and 
looking after their men, While disci 
pllne is rigidly maintained, there Is 
general atmosphere of tiredness which 
astonishes tbe foreign visitor.

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European War Situation 


From A Local Viewpoint

While sUll a resident of San Fran- 


cisco I had occasion 
through the state of 


In my travels 


California to 


Tisit In a semi-official capacity one of 
the institutions for the care of the 
mentally 
deranged. After 
passing 


through a number of wards the phy- 
sician in charge of our party stopped 
before a massive door and, extracting 
a key from his pocket, said to us: 
"Gentlemen, I would admonish you 
to keep a good grip on your mentality 
while entering and passing through 
this enclosure-" 
Through this gate 


we passed into an open space where 
about 75 defectives were 
gathere 


under the care of experienced guar 
dians. I shall not go into the detail 
of our passage through this enclosure 
only to state that the doctor's adraon 
tion was timely. The five minute 
spent among these unfortunates has 
never been erased from my memory— 
something like a tremendous wave o 
overpowering mental confusion seeme< 
to take possession of us. I, for one 
was glad to get away from under this 
seemingly Irresistable and 
yet in 


tangible psychic element. I found tha 
all of our party was effected siml 
larly. That incident happened more 
than IS years ago and it is still vivid 
In my memory. Many of us have at 
tended gatherings where, under the 
Influence of powerful emotions, we 
were swept along in a current againsi 
which In calmer moments we would 
have strained all of our 
reasoning 


faculties as a means of resistance 


Just now the world is under dom 


ination of a tremendous psychic in 
fluence which sweeps nations as well 
as individuals into a whirlpool of 
continental destruction. This Is the 
WAR SPIRIT which, when abroad 
overrides all reasoning among men 
as well as of nations, and with irre 
statable force tramples into ruin an°d 
destruction all that industry, education 
and the humanizing spirit of the age 
has reared for the welfare of the 
world. It Is a time when all ol us 
should "keep a good grip on our men 
tality" while under the influence of 
this seemingly irresistable psychic 
power. 
If, as neighbor to neighbor 


your writer can do ever so little in 
helping along and maintaining the 
spirit of friendly relationship among 
the native and foreign born of our lo- 
cal citizens he will feel himself amply 
compensated in the writing of this 
anent the present European situation. 


Among the six or seven thousand 


people who live in close relationship 
and as neighbors of these 
several 


towns are English, Germans, French, 
Irish, Austrians, Russians, Italians 


temporary and already vanishing view 
point among the great masses of peo 
pie who have little time or oppor- 
tunity to inform themselves regarding 
current events. The bullet speeding 
from the revolver in the hands of a 
20-year-old boy Into the heart of the 
crown prince of Austria is not the 
real cause of the war. This moment- 
ous incident might be likened unto 
the proverbial match thrown into the 
Immense inflammable material which 
has been gathered by the nations of 
Europe for decades. The real cause 
of this war lies deeper than the sur- 
face indications would lead one to 
imply. They may be briefly classified 
as follows: 


Ethnclogically, pressure of popula- 


tion on means of subsistence and in- 
cidental territorial and colonial ex- 
pansion to make room for the ever- 
increasing millions of population. 


Politically, 
monarchical 
Institu- 


tions, 
heriditary aristocracies and 


class distinctions, having for their 
maintenance standing armies and 
militarism on a vast scale- 


Industrially, 
exploitation 
of 
the 


masses for the benefit of classes. 


Commercially, competition among 


the producing nations for the markets 
of the world.

lAmong the vast masses of the peo- 


ple of these countries there exists no 
real antagonism. In so far as it does 
exist it has been fostered by the rul- 
ing classes. In times of peace these 


I even greater proportion. Her ships 
sailed all the seas; her product* were 
offered in all countries of the world 
and she competed successfully with 
all the great industrial nations of the 
world- 
She became the center or 


scientific accomplishment In her In- 
dustrial, agricultural and commercial 
development and the nations of the 
earth nave largely benefited by her 
scientific researches along all lines 
of activity and so has mankind. Her's 
was essentially an ascendency through 
the Instruments of peace and not of 
war. 
She sent no armies into foreign 


lands for the purpose of conquest, and 
she has been at peace with the world 
for 43 years. 
Other 
nations 
with 


whom she is now at war have acquired 
foreign possessions through force of 
arms while Germany developed her 
own resources and provided for her 
own people at home. The statistical 
tables of the United States census 
bureau in a measure demonstrate this 
fact, for while the emmigration bom 
Germany in the year of 1893 amounted 
to 96,361 it had declined to 37,807 In 
the year 1907, according to the latest

France, Germany and England are 
the leading nations of modern pro- 
gress; they should stand united in 
the maintenance of universal peace 
and the development of the brother- 
lood of nations. That they are now 
nvolved in the most destructive war 
of all history is one of those strange 
anachronisms with which history is 
replete.

ENGLAND. 


Russia during that period rose from 
37,177 in 1893 to 258,943 In 1907, and 
from Italy from 71,145 in 1893 to 286,- 
731 in 1907, with Immigrants from 
Great Britain of 108,086 in 1893 and 
113,567 In 1907. These figures speak 
volumnes for the progress of the peo- 
ple of Germany in comparison with 
other nations since and during the 
reign of the present emperor of Ger- 
many. 


I am no champion of .monarchlsm 


nor militarism, nor heriditary aristo- 
cracy. It is an old order of things 
that will be thrown upon the scrap 
heap of history when the nations of 
Europe will have rallied from this 
overpowering cataclysm, and justly so. 
The government of most of the Euro- 
pean countries is a menace to the 
progress of mankind, and every lover 
of man will rejoice in the removal of 
those classes who are able to exist 
only upon the exploitation of

We are possessed of the cosmopolitan 
spirit of tolerance in all of our dally 
mutual transactions. We have formed 
our personal friendships on the basis 
of mutual Intercourse in business or 
other relationship, settled into an or- 
derly way of thinking and weighed 
each other according to our deeds 
through many years of association. 
Strictly speaking we should have no 
prejudices, one against the other in 
the affairs that confront the old world 
In reality it is the hardet thing 
to overcome the Inherent sympathy 
a foreign-born citizen feels for his 
native country and its institutions. 
Language, history, traditions, litera- 
ture, art, poetry, certain habits of life, 
mode of thought, still cling in spite of 
new surroundings, new ideals new 
conditions, and it takes a generation 
or two to really obliterate the traces 
of old world kinship from the mind 
of the foreign-born citizen. 


A German by birth and early train- 


Ing, witnessing the marching armies 
pass through the city of my birth to 
the conquest of the kingdom of Han- 
over, of which our city was a part, 
and its absorption into the hegemony 
of Prussia in the year of 1866, and 
later on witnessing the departure of 
the troops ordered to take part in the 
now historic Franco-German war, I 
conceived a hatred of the drill master 
and the arrogance 
of 
militarism. 


This, in spite of the fact that I was 
the son of a professional soldier and 


suddenly

Germany. 


At the time of the Napoleonic In- 


vasion Gemrany consisted of a con- 
geries of some three hundred sover- 
eign states and principalities. The 
country had been the battle ground 
of contending interests, political, re- 
ligious and otherwise for centuries, 
beset by enemies from within and 
from without. The provinces west of 
the Rhine bad been taken from her 
by the French. As a nation on the 
verge of extinction she was unable to 
resist the Invasion of Napoleon's bat- 
tle-trained 
legions 
who matched 


through Germany to the conquest of 
Europe. From 1803 to 1813 Germany 
had to stand the brunt of Napoleon's 
ambition to establish a European em- 
pire. 
Then followed Napoleon's re- 


verses at Moscow, his defeat at Leip- 
zig and Waterloo. Emerging from a 
ten years' period of ruin and desola- 
tion not of her own making, the Ger- 
man people rallied and started on the 
way of the formation of a reunited em- 
pire which it required nearly sixty 
years to accomplish. 
The war of 


the

the 


blame upon the shoulders of one man. 
the emperor of Germany, demon- 
strates a lamentable lack of knowl- 
edge of the German people and their 
government as such. 


The term "War Lord," used exten- 


sively to illustrate the "overweening, 
bumptious gelf-concelt" of the 
em- 


peror of Germany is in reality but an 
Imperfect translation of the word 
"KriegB Herr," signifying commander 
in chief of the army, a position which 
the president of the United States oc- 
cupies in relation to the army and 
navy of this country. The emperor is 
the representative of the empire in 
all matters international. The em- 
peror cannot declare offensive war 
without the consent to the bundesrath. 
He has no veto over laws passed by 
the concurrence of the reichstag and 
the bundesrath. He may not make a 
new statute, for that right is lodged 
exclusively with the legislative bodies 
just referred to. The bundesrath is 
the German senate. This body con- 
sists of 58 members who represent the 
different states of the imperial union 
and are appointed by the respective 
governments for each session. 
The 


reichstag is composed of 397 members 
who are elected by the people of the 
various states as representatives of 
the German nation. They are chosen 
by universal suffrage and by the bal- 
lot. Both bodies meet annually and 
their term of service is for five years. 
I may state passingly that the social- 
ists have at present 110 representa- 
tives In the German reichstag and In 
many matters hold the balance of 


England Is the greatest of modern 


nations In 
colonial expansion 
and 


commercial development When at 
the beginning of the last century Ger- 
many barely begun to emerge from 
the feudal system of the middle ages 
in -regard to Industrial and agricul- 
tural production, England had already 
developed into a highly industrial and 
manufacturing nation. The subjuga- 
tion of East India had opened to her, 
a vast territory % for commercial ex- 
pansion during the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The overthrow of the French on 
the continent of North America added 
to the greatness of her colonial pos- 


hand. sessions. Breaking through the bar- 
from riers of the feudal ages in methods 


of manufacture it was England which 
first applied machinery 
and steam 


power in her methods of industrial 
production. She was enabled thus to 
successfully outbid all other nations 
in the markets of the world. Utilising 
her great Iron and coal deposits at 
home, highly trained and skilled labor 
and the most ruthless system of ex- 
ploitation of her own'laboring popula- 
tions she became supreme in the com- 
mercial world. 
So excessive 
and 


cruel was the Imposed labor and long 
hours on her working population in 
her mining, metal working, pottery 
and cotton mill districts, that 
the 


standard of 
physical manhood 
de- 


teriorated to such a point that parlia- 
ment feared for the defensive safety 
of the country in case of war. Thus 
alarmed commissions of inquiry were 
appointed to ascertain the real con- 
ditions under which the working peo- 
ple of these districts were employed 
and lived. The reports of these com- 
missions read like chapters of hor- 
rors. However, nothing much 
was 


done. Some check was put upon the 
long hours of employment of women 
and little children but little else was 
accomplished for the amelioration of 
the working class as such until labor 
organized on a vast scale and entered 
the political arena, and thus through 
political pressure forced from a re- 
luctant government' remedial laws 
for the betterment of the condition 
of the working classes. 


Notwithstanding the industrial pro- 


gress of England and the fabulous 
enrichment of her factory magnates 
and the landed nobility the masses of 
her people have benefited but little; 
whatever these have gained they had 
to struggle for hard and persistently 
through decades of training and self- 
education, and It is only within the 
last 20 years that her working people 
as such obtained any real representa- 
tion in the British parliament How 
the ruling classes of England really 
cared for the masses of the people of 
the empire has been amply Illustrated 
in their treatment of Ireland, whose 
people were kept in 
political and 


economic bondage for centuries by a 
system of restrictive legislation which 
successfully prevented them from de- 
veloping her agricultural and Indus- 
trial resources, in the evident fear 
that Ireland would surpass England 
in racial development just as she 
(England) is afraid 
of 
Germany's 


her Interests. Should all of her stand- 
Ing army at borne be pressed Into 
service their places would be taken 
by the "home guards." a sort ot mili- 
tia organised for home defense which 
would be useless for aggressive con- 
tinental warfare. For this 
reason 


England has never undertaken war 
with any first-class continental power 
unless backed by one or more allies. 
In these days of quick motion and 
rapid action of vast bodies of men, 
trained with the utmost scientific pre- 
cision, England's distant colonies are 
of but 'little use to her. 
It 
they 


should come to her assistance they 
could arrive In but comparatively 
small detachments and that under 
difficulties. They could only augment 
the infantry to any great extent, their 
antiquated artillery would be useless 
and no great detachments of cavalry 
are available for active service. Time 
is one of the great essentials in mod- 
ern warfare. Canada may send a tew 
thousand men to England's assistance, 
but the issue of this war will have 
been decided before any assistance 
can come to her from her more dls 
tant colonies. I read but yesterday 
that England will bring over her East 
Indian contingent 
She may 
bring 


over a few regiments In time to do 
some service, but I 'am Inclined to 
think that they have much business 
to attend to at home. England (s not 
so very sure of the peaceful inclina- 
tions of her Indian subjects just now. 


It is one thing to send well trained 


troops hi overwhelming numbers Into 
distant lands to overpower a pastoral 
people like the Boers, or to subdue 
with modern weapons hosts of wild 
savages armed with spears and battle 
axes and annihilate them; it is an 
altogether different task to face the 
scientifically trained forces ot highly 
intellectual Europeans on the field 
of battle in modern warfare. 


The one great source of strength in 


which England excels at present any 
other nation on the globe is her navy. 
It is the great bond 
by which she 


keeps her distant possessions tied to 
her, It is the one great and only in- 
strument through which she can hope 
to protect her vast empire and her 
world-wide 
commerce. 
However, 


since her navy has been the instru- 
ment for the conquest and subjugation 
of distant lands and peoples, and since 
it is obviously imposible for her in 
these modern days to conquer anc 
keep all of the remaining part of the 
Inhabitable globe, and since it is also 
impossible for her, in her compara- 
tively small domain and in the face of 
all the other modern nations, to manu- 
facture all the material needed by the 


could she keep her oversea empire to- 
gether? What would her little yellov 
brother on the other sido of the globe 
the treacherous Jap, do to her In the 
face of 
all 
his present pretended 


friendly solicitude? 


I do not like England's diplomacy- 


It personifies the highest Incarnation 
of craft I do not like her system ot 
heriditary landlordism. I do not like 
her attitude toward these United 
States when the union of these states, 
the greatest republic on earth, was im- 
periled, nor her recent attitude In the 
Panama canal controversy. I do not 
like her alliance with Russia; Russia 
of the knout, the pogrom, the black 
hundred, of the hopeless exiles In Si- 
beria; Russia who purposely prevents 
the cossack from cultivating his lands 
to put the knout and saber Into his 
hands; Russia, who has smothered the 
best and finest of her people In name- 
less dungeons, and which has not ad- 
vanced one step In 500 years In the 
sunlight of a better day for her peo- 
ple. I do not like England's alliance 
with the "little yellow man;' on the 
other side of the globe and thus pre- 
paring a day of bitter disappointment 
for herself and perhaps endless trou- 
ble for these United States. And yet 
I should not want to see England 
lose her oversea possessions. Her 
people are of the same stock as ours, 
anglc-teuton-germanic. We have much 
in common through tradition and his- 
tory—we are the same race. She has 
done much for the advancement of 
free Institutions while at 
the same 


time she has striven to become the 
master nation of the world.

Aa evidently prearranged program 
to prejudice public opinion In the 
VMM StatM, Is responsible for this 


1870-71 was precipitated 
upon Ger- 


many by Napoleon the 
Third 
and 


endorsed by France. Victorious Ger- 
many exacted as an indemnity $1,000,- 
000,000 in coin and the return to Ger- 
many of the provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraln. France was not a 
good 


loser; she has resented and brooded 
over the loss of these provinces and 
made no secret of her preparations 
to make war on Germany In order to 
recapture these provinces, forgetting 
the fact that she took them from Ger- 
many at a former time. Germany 
therefore had to be prepared for 
coming events and it may be safely 
stated that the creation of vast stand- 
Ing armies and the turning of 
all 


Europe Into a vast military camp had 
it* beginning with the avowed and de- 
clared purpose of France to be re- 
venged on Germany and the retaking 
of Alsace and Lorraine. 


The deatb of Emperor William I. 


and the ascendency to the thron* of 
William II. to become the nominal 
ruler of the German empire, marked 
a new era tor the German people un- 
paralleled in the history of nations. 
Her population Increased from about 
4t,4DO,000 to nearly 7»,000,000. 
Her 


Industries and commerce la like and 


power. The reichstag 
(parliament) 


votes the expenditures for the needs 
of the government, military and civil. 


Hemmed In from all sides by popu- 


lous nations who, with perhaps the ex- 
ception ot France, are becoming as 
densely populated as herself, she 
looks over seas for her growth as an 
empire. Just as Great Britain has 
reached out over seas to make room 
for her people and built up her tre- 
mendous navy to keep her secure in 
her distant possessions, so is Germany 
reaching out for distant lands to es- 
tablish colonies tor her people for the 
perpetuity of her traditions, her ra- 
cial traits, the spirit of the father 
land. In this justifiable endeavor she 
was handicapped by lack of naval 
power, hence the creation of Ger- 
many's powerful navy. If there Is any 
lustlficatton In the reaching out inu 
distant places to occupy territory in- 
habited by savages to make It habit- 
able for the Increasing population of 
civilized man, why should England 
or France claim tor themselves the 
exclusive privilege of taking possess- 
ion of such lands to the exclusion of 
other peoples T That is really the po- 
sition England at least takes when 
she dictates how many battleships 
any nation shall own in comparison 
with herself. There was no real trie- 
tlon between England and •Germany 


rest of mankind—why not in all good- 
fellowship encourage other people, 
equal to her in Intelligence and thrift, 
to go out and find a place for them 
selves under the sun? 


England's boast that she will main- 


tain a navy equal to the navy ot any 
other 
two nations is a dictum and 


challenge flung in the face of the 
world which concerns the United 
States ot America as well as any other 
nation. And, by the way, it Is well 
just now to call to mind that this is 
an 
English-speaking but not 
an 


English nation. But suppose, and un- 
expected things have happened—sup- 
pose that something should happen to 
England's navy while this war is 
going on, how long could she hold on 
to her distant possessions? How long

showed signs of growing Into formid- 
able proportion as compared with the 
navy of Great Britain, and the modern 
navy of Germany has been only ten 
yean In the making. It Is estimated 


commercial and Industrial expansion. 
For the past 35 years I have been an 
Interested and sympathetic observer 
of the brave struggle of the Irish peo- 
ple to obtain even so simple a priv- 
ilege as home rule which every state 
in the American Union enjoys. Eng- 
land's rule over Ireland and its re- 
sults are best illustrated in the fol- 
lowing 
figures: 
The population of 


Ireland in 1841 numbered 8,222,664; 
today the population ot'Ireland num- 
bers 4.382,000. Yet in time of war It 
is the Irish regiments which are first 
sent to the front to bear the brunt 
of battle. 


In population Great Britain has 


made comparatively little 
progress 


during the past 25 years. In which 
period she gained but 5,000,000 against 
Germany's 20,000,000 In population 10 JJJJ 
during the same period. While Ger- 
"' 


many made every acre available and 
scientifically productive for her rap- 
idly increasing millions Great Britain 
permitted her overtorged landlords to

The Triple Entente 


Great Britain, Russia and France Allied 


For Joint Armed Action to Pro- 


tect Common Interests

T 


HE triple entente, a friendly 


bond between Russia, England 
and France, Is u legacy which 
Edward VII. of England left 


to posterity. He was the moving spirit 
in Its formation. 
It began with an 


agreement entered into between Great 
Britain and France and was completed 
by a later agreement with Russia and 
the two others in 1807. 


Its formation was actuated by sev- 


eral things, but chiefly by the growth 
of Germany's naval power. 
That 


could be Interpreted only as a menace 
to England, for England Is the su- 
preme lord of the seas. 


England's admittance Into the under- 


standing between Russia and France 
made the triple entente a formidable 
force to reckon with if united In ac- 
tion: 


Anglo-French Agreement of 1904. 
The Anglo-KriMich agreement, so call- 


ed, of 1904 was rather a diplomatic 
compromise than an agreement France 
conceded certain rights claimed on the 
"French shore" of Newfoundland for 
an Indemnity. England on her part 
recognized the claims and ambitions of 
France In Morocco. In other word* a 
free band In that sphere 
France 


agreed not to fortify opposite Gib- 
raltar, accepted BrltUh occupation of 
Egypt, and England guaranteed the 
neutrality of the Suez canal. Other 
agreement* covered thirty yean tr*a 
trading In Egypt and Morocco and 
minor disputed boundaries. 


Angle-Rueiian Agreement of 1907. 
The Anglo-Russian convention of 


1907 regulate* the Intereata In weat 
and central Aala, and amounted, when 
made to practical abandonment of the 
traditional hostility of England to 
Rnaala; alao removing the chance* of 
collision In Aala, where the two na- 
tlona had long been In a atata of an- 
tagonistic contact. In Persia, Thibet 
and Afghanistan. England agreed not 
to stek cbnceaalona to certain parts of 
Persia, and Russia to observe the 
aame rule In other part*. In their re- 
•pecttTe apnerea of Influence either 
power might use force to collect debt*. 
Afghanistan Russia declared ontalde 
«f her sphere, and both powera agreed 
to negotiate aa to Thibet, through 
China. 


The Triple Entente In 1914. 


The arrangement and term* of the 


triple entente have been formally set 
forth aa follows: 


The alma of the triple entente, ao 


called. Great Britain. France and Rna-

First—The balance of power. 
Second.—Strengthening of the treaty

The difference between an entente 


and an alliance is said to resemble on 
Its face that between tweedledum and 
tweedledee. but In fact it may be very 
much more 
An alliance may be just 


so much stronger than an entente, as 
an entente Is stronger than no rela- 
tion whatsoever 
The triple entente at 


present Is a series of dual understand 
Inss between three powers. 


In fact, it niny be said of all these 


alliances bolu 'u the great powers 
that they are entered Into with great 
caution and a determination on the 
part of the statesmen not to go too far, 
not to commit themselves to alliances 
which may eutaugle them in broils 
with nations with which they really 
have no quarrel. 
An Instance of this 


caution is found In the so called en- 
trance of Great Britain In 1907 in the 
sphere of the triple alliance. 
Friend- 


ship between Italy, a party to the 
triple alliance, and England la tradi- 
tional. The triple alliance was alleged 
to be hostile to Great Britain, yet Italy 
could but feel that In some spheres 
the bad. with respect to Great Britain, 
a common policy. 


While this was for some time a mere 


understanding, It waa of auch Impor- 
tance that Lord Lansdowne said on one 
occasion in the house of lords, "If 
the atatua quo In the Mediterranean 
should be disturbed, this country might 
find Itaelf acting In co-operation with 
Italy." The bearing of tbat remark 
upon the Italian relation* with Ger- 
many and Austria, the other two 
parttea to the triple alliance, waa made 
plain by the Italian prime minister In 
1906, when he said that "Cordially 
faithful to the triple alliance we aball 
maintain our traditional Intimacy with 
Great Britain and our alncere friend- 
ship with France, thna continuing the 
policy which In carefully Oxtering the 
harmony of International 
relations, 


permits u* to exercl** a rule of con- 
cord and peace la the council of na- 
tion*." 


The Intente'a Rival. 


The triple entente appear* to hare 


sprang from a dealre on the pan of 
England to check Banian and French 
aggreaalTeneaa—that la to aay, by ally- 
ing Itaelf with the** two powera and 
aecnrlng a balance of power In the 
entente It mlgbt be able to hold It* co- 
partners within bound*. For Instance, 
tn any quarrel in which either France 
or Rossi*, or both combined, mlgbt 
engage, England would not conalder It- 
self bound to Join with them, but 
would a* a matter of luatice or policy 
aeek to restrain them. For thla reason 
the position that the triple entente a* 
a whole may take, or that the Indi- 
vidual power* to the agreement may 
take In a crlat* Ilk* that of a qnarrel 
between a member of the triple alli- 
ance and a petty power, la uanally a 
matter for alow deliberation. 


However, In any event the attitude 


of the two combination*, the triple 
alliance and the triple entente, toward 
each other, In a crlala make* Impor- 
tant the relative atrenirtb of each. It 
la eatimated that the war footing of 
the triple alliance—that la, Austria, 
Germany. Italy—I* 8.000.000 men In 
round nnntben. 
To offaet this mill 


tary strength of the nation* which 
Austria ma* call to ber assistance In 
caa* of aggreaatoiL by any one of the 


three powers in the triple entente 
there are approximately 10.000.000 men. 


The troops of the Balkan states. Ser- 


via. Roumanla, Montenegro and Bul- 
garia, as well as of Greece, are trained 
veterans today, having emerged re- 
cently from arduous campaigns against 
Turkey. 


Rtlativ* Fighting Strongth. 


Assuming that the war must spread 


from the local field to other strategic 
points, the strength of the three great 
powers of the entente is of vital mo- 
ment 
Russia is believed tn have at 


least 5,600,000 soldiers in its army 
when the full war strength of its es- 
tablishment Is called out. The esti- 
mate for France is 2,500.000. to 4,000,- 
000. 
while that of Great Britain is less 


limn a fifth of that of Russia and less 
than one-half of the 
minimum of 


France, being about 750.000 men. In 
n clash between the three great powers 
of the triple alliance and the three of 
the triple entente the navies must nec- 
essarily play a sreat part, if not the 
chief part- 


Just what the objective will be when 


the great forces are launched forth 
upon forelsn soil can only be deter- 
mined by the exigencies of the cam- 
paign. 
If it Is a seneoust or port 


then the navy may virtually decide the 
struggle before the army gets to the 
field to strike Its blow. 


Naviu In the Entente. 


Bussla'a naval complement today Is 


approximately 200 vessels 
Of this 


number thirteen are battleships, six 
armored cruisers, eight cruisers, nlue- 
ty-flve destroyers, forty-two torpedo 
boats, thirty-one submarines. Aiming 
to waylay an enemy'a navy and pre- 
vent Its reaching a certain point or 
uniting with the navy of a friendly 
power, the cruisers and destroyers and 
auxiliary vessels would be able to do 
good work. 


The naval strength of France la near- 


ly three times tbat of ber copartner. 
Rnaala. France already bas two Dread- 
nought* afloat, twenty-seven other bat- 
tieahlp*. twenty-two armored cruiser*, 
fifteen cruisers, eighty-four destroyer*, 
three hundred and twenty-four torpe- 
do boats and seventy-eight subma- 
rines. Thna France alone would make 
• rery good showing against Germany 
alone on the sea. Germany having few- 
er Teasel* In number than France, or 
agalnrt Austria and Italy combined, 
the two navies of which number but 
three hundred and four veasela agalnat 
the five hundred and fifty-two of 
France. Germany la stronger In battle- 
ahlpa than France, bat not ao *trong 
In armored cruisers nor > In torpedo 
boar* 


Gnat Britain'* Sea Power. 


A great European conflict U almost 


unthinkable unless the tremendona sea 
power of Great Britain would play a 
part. England's naval force la greater 
than tbat of France. If the number of 
vessels in n nary Is to be taken aa an 
Indication of Its effective strength. Eng- 
land ha* thirteen of the class of super- 
Dmndnonghta. of which class no power 
In the triple alliance baa even one 
afloat today, although Germany baa 
three In the process of building. Aa 
for Dreadnoughts, of which Germany 
baa seventeen. Great Britain haa six- 
teen to supplement her thirteen super- 
Dreadnought* and forty-eight other 
battleships as against the thirty of 
thla class In the German navy. ID 
cmiaera and destroyers, torpedo boata 
and submarines, vessels for speed and 
rapid action. England la again the 
anperlor of Germany. 


Great Britain's destroyer* number 


two hundred and fifteen, Germany'a 
destroyers one hundred and forty-ore; 
Great Britain's torpedo boata number 
one hundred and eighteen aa agalnat 
Germany's forty-seven, and Great Brit 
aln'a submarines number seventy-seven 
to offset twenty-aeren In the navy of 
the kaiser.

I bave seen him In winter on sentry 
duty on tbe heights of Sbipka die stand- 
ing, surrounded wltb snow, and trans- 
formed literally Into a statue of ice; I 
have seen him die on the march, strid- 
ing over tbe sandy desert and yielding 
up his last breath wltb his last step; I 
bare aeen him die of bis wounds on 
the battlefield or ID the hospital, at a 
distance of 3.000 miles from hi* native 
Tillage, and la thorn •nprame moment!

than donbM In witr times. Rnch corps 


quired fur so vast an army. A cadet 
In the Russian service-must come from 
a noble family, from an official faml 
ly or from a wealthy and Influential 
commercial family whose bead "has 
never kept an open store." 


Tbe instruction given in tbe Military 


academy and Cadets' school at SL 
Petersburg Is considered by military 
experts to be as good as any in the 
world, except possibly that of West 
Point and tbat of the Military acade- 
my at Santiago. Chile, which are sup- 
posed to be unquestionably the best 
Great attention Is paid to physical 
culture and to tbe education of tbe 
cadets in tbe military ideala of honor 
and loyalty. 


After they pass out of tbe training 


Institutions. If they are keen and en 
terpriiing young fellows, they contrive 
to be sent to one of the Turkestan 
regiments or to some lonely outpost In 
the Caucasus. In Siberia or in Man 
churln, where they may reasonably 
look forward to a chance of aotUe 
serrlfp. In these regions they get the 
fim i training for actual warfare that 
any officer could receive, for they are 
always hunting down brigands, sup 
pressing small InsurrectU 
fighting 
In 


little wars or at least minting biR 
gauip 
There are no keener sports 


men than the Russian officers In Si 
beria and central Asia 
Their c]iiar 


ters are always adorned by such bpo N 
of the chase as tl?er skins, brats 
heads, bison tusks and wolf skins

Is these men who will hear the brunt 
of the Russian campaign In the near 
east, and nearly every distinguished 
officer in the Russian service has gom 
through this stern training 


Officers Get Tired of Life. 


If, on the other hand, the cadet be 


comes attached to a regiment in St 
Petersburg. Moscow or one of the other 
numerous garrison towns In European 
Russia he may receive a good ^heoret- 
Ical education In military science, but 
bis environment is the worst possible 
considered as a preparation for the 
practical business of war. In Russian 
garrison towns social life nearly al 
ways takes precedence of military 
duty, and tbe officers are glad enough 
to delegate to noncommissioned offi- 
cers the tiresome work of drilling and 
looking after their men, While disci 
pllne Is rigidly maintained, there Is 
general atmosphere of tiredness whic 
astonishes tbe foreign visitor. Nobodj
